THE LESSEES REPLY.

They Are Willing to Carry Out Their Com 
tracts to the Letter. 


Nashville, Tenn, August 23.—(Special.)—The 
penitentiary lease contract is not to be de- 
clared forfeited, but the convicts will be re- 
turned to the branch prisons burned, and kept 
there under military guard if necessary. A 
few days ago the state board of prison in- 
spectors called on the lessees to fulfili their 
contract under pain of forfeiture within twenty 
days. This was before the Coal Creek riots 
and the-intention was declared to have the 
lease forfelted. . The riots, however, followed 
and the proposed line of action, if carried out, 
would have placed the state in the attitude of 
making a cowardly surrender, 

Saturday the board called on the lessées to 
remove all but four hundred convicts from the. 
main prison. Today the lessees replied. They 
express a willinghess to increase their bond 
and carry out their contract. They then 
entered into a discussion of the question of 
liability for amounts claimed to be due the 
state and which have been sued for.. They say 
the last order indicates a: desire to have the 
lease contract executed according te its terms. 
A Proposition is here submitted conc 
expenses and to leave the question of fin 
liabifity to be settled in court and agree that 
neither side shall be prejudiced by the propo- 
sition or its acceptance. They desire a de-

being THE SCOURGE STEADILY MARCHING. 


Thousands of Deaths Daily in Russia and 
Persia— United States Authorities 
Moving in the Matter. 


official confirmation of the reports of the 
prevalence of Asiatic cholera at Havre 
and Hamburg, which was received at the 
state department today, has caused gen- 
wine alarm here. Lines of steamers ply 
directly between these ports and New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, and 
steps will be immediately taken to fuml- 
gate baggage from the infected ports. 
The cholera is so fatal and so quick 
spreading, however, that at the treasury 
department it is considered likely that 
still more rigid measures will have to be 
taken to keep the dread plague from these 
shores. 

Hach time the cholera has become epi- 
demic in Europe it has, in spite of the 
most careful sanitary regulations, swept 
across the seas and invaded America, and, 
im fact, covered well nigh the entire world 
before running its course. The ravages of 
| the great scourges of 1830 and 1850 were 
both terrible, both in this country and 
Europe. The last time Asiatic cholera was 
epidemic here was in 1873. 

Assistant Secretary Spaulding and Act- 
ing Surgeon General White held a confer- 
ence this afternoon, but no definite con- 
clusions were arrived at beyond the issu- 
ing of instructions to customs and quaran- 
tine officials to take the ordinary sanitary 
precautions against the entry into Ameri- 
ean ports of immigrants from infected 
ports, such as would obtain in the case of 
any ordinary contagious disease. If mat- 
ters grow worse and the cholera spreads 
rapidly to other countries in Europe, it is 
not unlikely that a quarantine will be es- 
tablished against all European ports 
Sheuld this be necessary, this would in 
effect be almost a cessation of interna- 
tional commerce. It might also prevent 
thé return of many American tourists no 
abroad. 2

St. Petersburg, August 23.—Official re- 
turns of new cases of. cholera yesterday 
and deaths show a decrease, compared with 
Saturday’s figures, of fifteen cases and an 
increase of 111 deaths. Total number of 
new cases reported yesterday, 6,806; total 
deaths, 3,429. 

— August 23.— Cholera is. chiefly 
prevalent in Alstadt, or the old portion of 
the city, comparatively few cases occurring 
in Neustadt, or the new portion. Every pre- 


caution possible is being taken to localize 
the disease.

This article treats of a subject suppased 
to affect the people of Georgia and the santh 
generally. It relates to the classification and 
rates of transportation charged on school 
books. The article in question charges sub- 
stantially as follows: 

That school books are classified by the 
southern roads at first-class while the roads 
of the west class them much lower.” 

2. That the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association “was petitioned in the 
name of justice and fairness to remove these 
amazing discriminations against the people 


that the 
beoksellers of Atlanta and people were 
haughtily bowed ont of the great railway 
court and told that the burdensome taxation 
levied on them by means of the excessive and 
unjust rates on school books for the benefit 
of unscrupulous railway managers; must go 
on.“ 

4. That “this tax on school books of the 
south strikes at Atlanta and every other com- 
munity in this region and is an unreasonable 
and unjustifiable attack on hundreds of thou- 

of people who are being thus oppressed 
and robbed by railway ——— 

Respecting complaint No. 1, I desire to 
state that school books are classed by the 
trunk lines and western roads, in less than 
carloads as first, in carloads as second 
class. By the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association they are classed in any quan- 
tity at first-class. The southern roads have 
never found it necessary to make two classi- 
fications on school books, for the reason that 
there is no city within the territory of the 
association which receives or ships school 
books in carload quantities. They almost 
exclusively ship in less than carload quan- 
tities. It is true that the rates from New 
York to Chicago are less than from New York 
to Atlanta, and although school books are 
classed 8 the same, the rate from 
New Tork to Chicago ig only 75 cents while 
the rate from New York to Atlanta, for about 
the same distance, is $1.14. In this, however, 
we should not overlook the fact that the thun 
lines leading to Chicago and the west carry 
an enormous Sonne east-bound, consisting of 
grain, flour, provisions, etc., and that eyery 
pound of freight carried west-bound only’ en- 
ables them to get tonnage for their man rs 
which otherwise would be returned west- d 
empty. We should likewise not overlook’ the 
fact that the average ane ot the four 
leading trunk lines are $22,162 r le, 
against average earnings of four of the 
lug Georgia roads of only $5,050 per 
and that therefore the trunk lines with r 
large earnings ‘can afford to carry the same 
article of freight cheaper than the/ southern 
lines can afford to do so. 

In response to complaint No. 2, the writer 
admits that he received a respectful petition 
signed by three firms in Atlanta, ner - a 
concession in the classification of school 
books, the petition going so far as to ask that 
school books be made third-class in less than 
carloads and fourth class in carload quanti- 
ties, two classes lower than the trunk:-line 
classification. The writer also admits that a 
communication was sent to the petitioners de- 
clining to grant the request. The reasons 
why the request was declined will appear 
later on in this communication. 


With respect to charge No, 3, I desire to 


enter a protest and denial. The letter ad- 
dressed to the gentlemen read as follows::

Now I happen to know that this applica- 
tion for a reduction in the rates on school 
books did not originate with the school book 
dealers of Atlania. It originated with the 
American Book Company, the combine of 
which I am writing, which company made an 
application to one of the leading railroads of 
the state. The ent of the combine in At- 
lanta took it up by enlisting some of the At- 
lanta dealers, but when we went to these ge - 
tlemen and asked them whether or not they 
intended giving the benefit of the reduction to 
the school children or their parents by reduc- 
ing the price of their books, oven, Ban of 
them said no, that it was absolutely imprac- 
ticable to do so and that they had never con- 
templated such a thing, yet this attack proceeds 
upou the assumption that an enormous tax 
was being levied upon the poor ple of 
Georgia by the railroads, from which they 
would have been relieved if the prayer of 
the petitioners had been anted. 

The public will see at a glance that even if 
the combine saw fit to distribute this reduc- 
tion in freight rates among the large number 
of pupils'in the state at 1-5 of a cent on each 
book, it would be utterly impracticable to 
do so. It is manifest therefore that the com- 
bine set this movement on foot for no other 
purpose than that of demanding from the 
railroads this $3,525 to put into its own treas- 
7 or Into the pockets of its agents. 5 

f the matter had ended with school books 
in Georgia the railroads might have felt more 
inclined to entertain the petition, but it did 
not stop there, it went to every state within 
the territory of the association and applied 
not only to school books but to other ks 
as well. The loss to the railroads on school 
books in all the states would have aggregated 
not less than $40,000, and on other ks as 
much more, while not a farthing would have 
gone to the children of the south, but the 
entire sum to the book combine and its agents. 
(For bear in mind this school k combine 
deals in other books as well.) 

Why not reach for the real cause of your 
woe. Appleton is in the combine; his first 
reader is put at 20 cents; it contains less 
reading matter than a copy of the daily or 
Weekly Constitution; the cost of printing a 
reader per copy is approximately:

Every locality is jealous of its trade 
and it becomes the duty of the traffic officer 
of the railroad to so adjust freight rates 
ot Oe will not be unjust to any com- 
munity. 

“The interests of railroads and public 
are 1 dependent upon the 
other. e channels of commerce cannot 
be cha by legislation nor by attacks 
upon railroads. mmerce, however, can 
be demoralized by such antagonisms, 
At is not right to fill columns of news- 
papers with imagina grievances, over 
trivial matters, whi will embitter the 
public mind against the railroad interests;

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Atlanta and the Rallroads. 

We present elsewhere in this issue a 
letter from Major E. B. Stahlman, com- 
missioner of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association, and an interview 
with Mr. C. E. Harman, of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, bearing on the ques- 
tion of rate discrimination against At- 
lanta, and the discussion which has been 
going on for some time, through the press 
of the city, concerning the complaint that 
Atlanta is not being treated fairly by the 
railroads in the matter of freight rates 

Major Stahlman reviews the situation 
at length, and, as an expert railroad man- 
ager whose reputation has crossed the 
continent and the ocean, he handles the 
subject in a manner that reflects credit 
on his skill, and emphasizes the public 
estimate of his ability. 

In presenting his communication to The 
Constitution, Major Stahlman took occas- 
ion to cordially endorse the appointment 
of Mr. Sindall by the council, and to ex- 
tend the assurance that he would take 
pleasure in aiding him in any way to ar- 
rive-at the exact situation and to demon- 
strate whether or not Atlanta is suffering 
from unjust discrimirfation. 

Major Stahlman, like Mr. Harman, be- 
lleves that there are isolated cases of dis- 
crimination which, he says, will be prompt- 
ly rectified if brought to the attention of 
the proper authorities, 

We are of the opinion that the cause 
for complaint is much more general than 
either Major Stahlman or Mr. Harman 
is willing to admit, but in justice to them 
and to the interests they represent, it 
must be said that they talk in a spirit of 
fairness and give evidence of a desire to 
see that Atlanta receives the treatment to 
which she is entitled. 

It is evident that the agitation of this. 
question is doing good, and if the eouncil, 
with the assistance of the rate expert en- 
gaged to investigate this matter, will push 
it to a final analysis, there is no question 
but that great good will result from the 
effort. 

The railroads give assurance that they 
will right every wrong developed by the 
investigation. If unjust discrimination 
exists and is not pointed out, it is the 
fault of the city; if it is pointed out and is 
not rectified, it will be the fault of the 
railroads, 

In the meantime we are reaching 4 
basis of a mutual understanding, by 
which the railroads and the city can 
easily adjust whatever difference that 
may be shown to exist. 

The open admission by every railroad 
man who has discussed the subject that 
there are cases of discrimination against 
the city, is in itself abundant answer 
to any charge that The Constitution is 
seeking to imbitter public sentiment 
against the railroads. Nothing could be 
further from our purpose, and the ab- 
surdity of any such statement is mani- 
fested in our uniform attitude of friend- 
ship to the railroads, and our efforts to 
assist in their development and pro- 
tection. We have at all times called a 
halt when the railroads were being un- 
justly subjected to threatening legislation; 
but. on the other hand, we have been ever 
ready, as we now are, to hold the rall- 
roads in the path of their duty to the 
people. 

Let the investigation proceed. 

Atlanta's Home Rule Methods. 

Atlanta has reduced the matter of local 
government—home rule —down to a con- 
servative, business-like basis. 

When it was announced in yesterday's 
Constitution that Judge John L. Hopkins 
would call the city executive committee 
together at the proper time to inaugu- 
rate the old, time-honored citizens’ move- 
ment for the approaching municipal cam- 
paign, there was a general expression of 
satisfaction all over the city. Judge Hop- 
kins has avoided politics all his life, but 
he has a high of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of and, viewing 
our municipal government as a matter 
of business, and not of politics, he con- 


sented a year ago to become a member 


of the committee of one hundred, over 
which he was unanimously called to pre- 
side, and was then continued over his 
protest as chairman of the central execu- 
tive committee for the next year. The 
willingness of this distinguished citizen 
to serve the people in such a capacity has 
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ests. f 
It is safe to predict a continuance of 
the unity and harmony of the past with 


municipal administration. | 
All Is Well in Georgia. 

The people of Georgia ought to be 
reasonably happy. They are living in 
a great state, and they are enjoying just 
now the results of a century or more of 
the old-fashioned conservatism inheri- 
ted from colonial times. 

Alabama on one side; has passed and 
is passing through troubles that are dan- 
gerous and Dbitter—the people divided 
into warring factions—threats in the air— 
strife and division everywhere. Tennes 
see on the north, has passed through a 
period of riot and bloodshed, and the 
elements that originate strife are still 
present there. South Carolina, our next 
door neighbor, has been and still is the 
scene of an unprecedented political con- 
flict, in which the most dangerous class 
prejudices have been allowed to have 
full sway. It is impossible for a spectator 
to appreciate and understand the danger- 
ous and untimely issues that are at the 
bottom of what is supposed to be a polit- 
ical contest. Armed audiences, ready and 
anxious to begin the work of killing, have 
listened to inflammatory harangues, and 
it seems to be the result of accident that 
civil strife has not blazed out. Nothing was 
lacRing but the spark necessary to Kin- 
dle it. 

Besieged, as it were, by these inflamed 
elements, the people of Georgia have pur- 
sued the even tenor of their way in peace 
and order—not only in peace and order, 
but in good humor. Their differences are 
all friendly. We have here all the 
elements that solidified the republic in the 
good old times when each man stood on 
his own merits. We have here the Anglo- 
Saxon character and spirit, and the dia- 
lect of Shakespeare is to be heard in the 
Flatwoeds, The little political troubles 
we have been threatened with are all in 
the family and, therefore, do not make 
serious trouble. 

The truth is the péople of Georgia are 
all in good humor, and the reason for this 
is that whatever troubles they have are 
common to all. The little farmer is as 
important as the big farmer, and the mer- 
chant is no more important than either. 
The difficulties of one are the difficulties 
of all, and an argument in regard to the 
proper remedies to apply cannot possibly 
be an unfriendly one. Wisdom, justice 
and moderation, the time-honored motto 
of a people bound to conservatism by all 
the ties of common sense—rule the roost. 

Thus it is that the campaign in Georgia 
is jogging along in good old-time camp 
meeting style. There is no friction and no 
quarreling. The men take their wives and 
sweethearts with them, and the speakers’ 
stand is the center of a bouquet, while 
the woods around are filled with the odor 
of barbecue. We may miss on these oc 
casions something of the thundering elo- 
quence of Toombs, or the persuasiveness 
of Stephens, or the powerful methods of 
Hill, but we may be sure that the speak- 
ers of today are equal to the issues, and 
that that genuine Saxon feast, the barbe- 
cue, has lost nothing of its savor.. : 

Peace is over all, and democracy is as 
potent here as ever. The men stand to- 
gether as of old, and the women smile on 
them, and all the small and irritating is- 
sues are swallowed up in the friendliness 
and good will that bind the people to- 
gether. 


The State Militia. 

There was a good deal of dissatisfac- 
tion manifested in some quarters awhile 
ago when the state made an appropria- 
tion of money for the purpose of 
strengthening and disciplining its militia. 
Since the appropriation was made, there 
ehas been considerable talk of a move- 
ment to repeal it on the ground that it 
is a needless expenditure, and, therefore, 
an unnecessary burden on the tax- 
payers. | 

We are of the opinion that recent events 
in some of our neighboring states have 
fully demonstrated the necessity that 
exists for strengthening and equipping the 
state troops. The expense is trivial, com- 
pared to the importance of the militia in 
periods of emergency. We have seen 
how impotent the state of Tennessee 
chanced to be at the beginning of the 
emergency which has recently demanded 
the exercise of the powers of the com- 
monwealth. The hampered condition of 
the authorities necessitated delay and de- 
lay merely made bad matters worse. 

Such an emergency may never occur in 
Georgia; we sincerely hope it will not; 
but in the meantime the state should be 
prepared for it. It is the unexpected 
that happens, and the state should be able 
to cope with it when it does come. There 
is no reason why Georgia should ever un- 
dergo the humiliation of calling on the gen- 
eral government to deal with a trouble 
which the state ought to be able to control.

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NEAR THE HOME OF THE . ROURSEYS. 


They Tell a Story, Making the Killing 
Appearas if Done in Self Defense 
The Inquest. 
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Walter Milwood and Silas Coursey, the 
two young men charged with the killing of | 
Joe Wallace, were locked in the Marietta 
jail late Monday night. 

After killing Wallace and perhaps fatally 
wounding Jim Jacobs, the wo young men 
went to Coursey’s home and told what they 
had done. Then, realizing the gravity of 
their positions, they hid themselves in a 
dense swamp just to the eat of the Cour- 
sey home. 

All the morning and aiternoon, up to 4 
o'clock, the sheriff and searching parties 
scoured the surrounding, ¢ountry for the | 


two -murderers. 
At about 4 o’clock a pese of eight men, 


headed by Bailiff Howel, of Howell’s dis- 
trict, went to the Cour@y home and asked 
Mrs. Coursey where her son was. She 
and her daughter wer greatly frightened, 
and at first denied ill knowledge of the 
boy’s whereabouts. 

The bailiff .persised, and urged that it 
would be best for tie: boys to give up at 
once and go to jail, 1s there was danger of 
lynching. At this Mrs.. Coursey weakened. 
and. burst out cryias. 

“The boys are iv the swamp down there,” 
she said. “Pleas: don’t harm them. Wait 
and I'll send for them.” phe 

She then seit her daughter into the 
swamp to tell the boys to come. The of- 
ficer and his «ésistants waited at the house 
while she win gone. 

In a few minutes the young lady returned 
from the Swamp with Milwood and her 
brother. , 

The young men were badly frightened, 
and feared that they would be lynched. 

Bailiff Howell fook them in charge and 
carried them to Sheriff McLain. The 
sheriff at once started to Marietta with 
them. 

vA warrant was sworn out against them, 


and they were carried before Justice George 


Cochran, but waived preliminary hearing. 

They have employed Colonel W. A. 
James, of Douglasville, to defend them. 

Their Story. 

The story of the killing, told by Coursey 
and Milwood, is quite different from that 
shown at the coroner’s inquest, ahd what is 
generally accepted to be true in the vicinity 
where the killing occurred. f 

Milwood says he had a fight with a son 
of Mr. Jim Jacobs, because he had called 
a smaller one of the Jacobs boys a liar.’ He 
got the best of the fight, and says he ran 
Jacobs home. The boy told his father, and 
Milwé@all says that the entire Jacobs family 
went t Mrs. Carter’s, where he was, and 
armed with clubs. and sticks, dared him 
out. He was afraid to go out and face so 
many, he says, and until 12 o’elock that 
night he was guarded in the house. That 
was the Sunday night before the killing. 
The next morning he and. Coursey passed 
the Jacobs home on their way home, the 
road leading by there Being the most direct 


route. |

death, began. Wallace had started home, 
and his wife called him back. He ran back

Coursey wrenched 
Wallace's stick from his hand and struck 
him over the head with it, felling him to 
the ground. Milwood and Jacobs were 
fighting a few feet away, and the former 
told Jacobs to stand back, that he had a 
crippled hand and could not fight. “Jacobs 
kept running upon him, and he ran. Jacobs 
followed and he fired three shots at him. 
Milwood says that all during the fight 
Mrs. Jacobs and ‘Mrs!
